Fire at South Bethel. 

' The saw mill of Frank Cum¬ 
mings at South Bethel was de¬ 
stroyed by fire Saturday forenoon. 
Fire was discovered near the 
chimney of the building which 
was used as a dry house, about 
nine o’clock by some men who 
were working under the mill on 
the water wheel. The mill itself 
was not being operated at this 
time, but the dry house wagj being 
run as It contained a large stock of 
strips and dowels. This stock was 
totally destroyed, Mr. Cummings 
had recently put in a considerable 
amount of new machinery and 
was doing a good business. This 
machinery will be practically a 
total loss as the building burned 
so quickly that scarcely anything 
could be saved. 

The loss is estimated at $3000 or 
more. There was a small in¬ 
surance on the building, but noth¬ 
ing on the stock or machinery. 
Mr. Cummings says that the in¬ 
surance which he had Will just 
about cover the loss on the stock, 
so that the mill and machinery 
will be a total loss to him. 

The mill which was burned, was 
the lower mill formerly owned 
and operated by R. J. Virgin, If 
was bought about five years ago 
by Mr. Cummings and he has 
been doing a constantly increasing 
business. It is not known at 
present whether Mr, Cummings 
will rebuild or not. He has, how¬ 
ever, several lumber operations in 
progress, and was putting a large 
stock into his mill yard for this 
season’s manufacture, so it is 
thought he may decide to rebuild.
